WHEREAS, the sewer permit fees for the Water Pollution Control Utility 
have not experienced an adjustment for a number of years, and 

WHEREAS, the costs of operation of this department have risen con¬ 
siderably, and 

WHEREAS, prudent management of this department should very nearly offset 
the expenses to operate this department, and 

WHEREAS, it will be necessary to amend the Code of Laws of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, Section 24-3 (b) to implement an increase in connection 
fees to a public sewer:

Watercourse. A channel in which a flow of water occurs either 
continuously or intermittently. (Code 1946, ch. 26, § 1; Ord. G-106- 
71, §§ 101 to 129.) 

Sec. 24-2. Authority of board of public works — Generally. 

The board of public works of the city shall, in accordance with 
the laws of the state, make and enforce whatever bylaws, rules and 
regulations it may deem necessary for the safe, economical and 
efficient management of the city’s sewage utility, for the 
construction and use of building sewers and connections to the 
sewerage system, for the regulation, collection and refunding of 
the rates and charges for sewerage service and in general, for the 
implementation of the provisions of this chapter. (Code 1946, ch. 
26, § 2; Ord. G-106-71, § 201.) 

Sec. 24-3. Connections to public sewers. 

(a) No owner or occupant of any real property shall tap or drain 
either directly or indirectly into any public sewer until a sewer tap 
permit has been obtained and until he has satisfied his obligation 
to pay all assessments, reimbursements or pro rata shares of sewer 
extension costs laid against that property for public sewers 
installed to serve it. A tap permit given in error or sewerage service 
charges billed to a property in error shall not operate to nullify any 
such obligation that has been duly recorded. 

(b) Tap permits shall be obtained from the city’s permit office 

and shall be issued only to licensed sewer tap contractors, who shall 
pay to the sewage utility, a fee for each tap permit 

for a normal six-inch service, a fee of for each tap 

permit for a special six-inch service and a fee of for 

each tap permit for a service longer than six inches. After making 
each sewer tap and building sewer installation, the tap contractor 
shall notify the sewer engineer so that the tap and the build¬ 
ing sewer can be inspected and approved before the excavation 
is backfilled. Any tap or building sewer installation not made 
in accordance with the foregoing provisions shall be deemed
